The Execution or " CiiAnLKY."— Tha 
Cowichan Indian " Charley," condemned to 
death for tho murder of Thomas Holmes, 
was liaiiged in front of the Police Barraokn 
on Saturday morning last, in the presenco 
of JOO spectators. The murderer ascended 
the Bcaflold with a firm etep and spoke a 
few dords in Chinook, asserting that " one- 
«ye" (Tom) was the real murderer of 
ilolmes. A Oatholio priest attended the 
condemned man to the gallows and seemed 
to afford him much comfort; but just be- 
fflce the fatal signal was given "Charley's" 
knees gave way under him, and nt the time 
the drop fell, he-seemed to be in a state of 
considerable trepidation. The drop was 
sprung at a qnarter to seven o'clock. Tho 
fall was about live and a half leet. Dealh 
must liuvB been almost iiistaiiianeous, as only j 
w tew spasmodic jerks were observable, and j 
ivhitn Ihu body wiis cut down, at a qiiarler; 
10 ei"ht o'clock, it was found that the nnck 
was broken. Whilo the body was hanging, 
<,omo (liH;;U8t was cxciied on the part of the 
fpeetators at iho action of the exeonlioner, 
•who applied his foot to the noose for the 
ipurpose of tightening it, and also seized the 
(rope with hie hands and shook the body vio- 
lently to and fro. The object had in view, 
(lowever, was no doubt a humane one, al- 
though the means employed were revolting. 
<t'he body was given in charge of the Cutho- 
die missionnfles for interment. Charli>y'.s 
father, who is a convict, did not witness the 
JianginB, nor did he express any wish to «ee 
Ihis son either hofore or after execution.

matting, nnd divided into compartments hy 
means of bamboo reed wninscoiiin;;. The 
opium Btnolters — men nnd women — lo>l to 
every sense of modesty, throw themselves 
languidly on the matlinn, nnd, their head 
supported hy a grunsy cushion, prepare to 
indulge in their darling vice. 

A small burning lamp is placed on the 
table, so as to bo easily reached by all the 
degraded wretches who seek fotgolfulness 
or elysiiim in the fumes of opiiiiii. A pipe 
ol b'ainhoo-reed, with a bowl at one end to 
contain Ilio opium, is goiierally miide lo do 
service for two srnoltcrs. A |iicc() of opium, 
about tho size of a pea, co.sts sL^jjence (a 
day's wages); but il is .nullicicni to lull by 
its fumes tho sensos of the smolier. These 
fumes thoy inhale dclilieralf ly, rotnininir 
them in the mouth as long as they can, and 
then allowing them gradually to exhale 
through the nostrils. After two or three in- 
halations, however, the opium is consumed, 
and the pipe fulls from the hand of its vic- 
tim. 

At first the smokers talk to each olher in a 
whisper scarcely nudiblo; but they soon bo' 
come still as tho dead. Their dull sunken 
oyes gradually become bright ami spiirkling 
— their hollow checks seem to assume a 
healthy roundness— a gleiiin of satisfaction, 
of ocfilacy, li^hlens up their counteiiiinccs 
as they revel in imagination in iho'^o sensual 
delights which are to constituto the Moham- 
nitdaii ]iaradi80. Enervated, languid, enia- 
ciaied, as they are in fact, they seem and 
I'eel for the tiino regeiiorated i and thmi^'h 
they lie there the shameless and imp^i^sivi' 
slavesof sensuality and lu.st, their .-eiises 
lire eviilently steeped in bliss. Aroused, 
however, from their dreams und dclusio — 
tlie potency of the charm eshau.«ed, driven 
from their " hell" hy its propri-.'lor— see ihein 
iiexl mornine wulkiiii; with faltering Meps, 
eyes dull as lead, eheelfs hollow cotlm.s, 
o their work.— F/vi z:r'3 Miiga:i-e.
